Although It Means Extra Work, There Is a Distinct 
Advantage in Beginning Clearance Sales the Minute the Christmas 


Campaign Is Ended 


Frank Stevens 


THE BEST DAY to start the post-Christmas 
clearance sale is the first business day after 
Christmas. This year there is the double 
holiday, so the first business day is Decem- 
ber 27th. If the bookseller can’t get started 
on that day, he should start at the earliest 
possible date, certainly in that last Decem- 
ber week. 

Why is it advisable to start early? The 
first business day after Christmas is, in all 
lines, a day of sales. Department stores 
have big advertisements of stock clearance. 
Customers have the old prices fresh in 
their minds when they go shopping. Mer- 
chants who get what money their custom- 
ers have quickly are just so much ahead 
of those who wait until January. In stores 
with charge accounts customers usually 
have so much charged that they don’t mind 
adding a little more for real bargains, and 
the customers all through December have 
been in a spending mood and keep up the 
mood until they see their December bills. 

In every city (except a few college 
towns) there are students at home, and 
they often have Christmas money and will 
spend it if they see bargains. Many people 
get money for Christmas that just burns 
the pocket. 

Another group of customers, attracted by 
the post-Christmas sales, consists of many 
ot the bookshop’s regular customers who 


buy primarily for their own collections 
During December they have kept away 
from the bookshops, disliking crowds, and 
wanting to shop at leisure. ‘This group 
likes bargains and buys in quantity. 

It is, of course, hard to get a sale ready 
for the day or two after Christmas, as 
every store manager knows. One line that 
I have used very successfully is the close- 
outs of a reprint house. I have got them 
in ahead of the holidays and kept them 
ready for the day after. On Christmas 
eve I stayed late and put in a window of 
these books and some other books at the 
same price, and advertised for the morn- 
ing of the first business day (this year it 
would be the 27th) these books at 35c. 
or three for $1—also a line of other bar- 
gains at half price. 

It is cruel to ask the regular sales- 
people to work after the store closes on 
Christmas eve, but there are always those 
who want to work even then for extra 
money and the help problem is not insuper- 
able provided the buyer will stay and work 
himself. The tables of bargains should be 





placed out in front, with prices that will 
move the older books. This pricing should 
be done within a day and by the time an- 
other advertisement is ready all of the 
books will be marked. 

One week of intensive selling should get 
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excess stock down considerably. Then when 
January comes in, the dealer, who has 
jumped in for the post-Christmas sale, is 
ready to put out a remainder sale that will 
bring in more cash and the books that did 
not sell during the earlier sale can be placed 
on the remainder sale tables, and the whole 
stock worked on until it is gone. 

Stores that do not care to run a sale of 
remainders in January will find that by a 
December bargain week, most of their books 
are cleared out and they will be able to 
turn their full sales attention to the new 
books that are published in January. 

This December clearance method may 
seem severe on those who have to worry 
about inventory taking on the first of 
January, but first of all, the best retailing 
practice is to have the fiscal year end Janu- 
ary 31st, as this is usually the time of the 
lowest inventory, and there is much more 
time to get stocks clean than if the inven- 
tory is taken the first of the year. Most 
department stores inventory the last of 
January. However, even if inventory is 
taken the first of January, it is poor business 
practice to inventory anything at more than 
its true value, so all markdowns should be 
taken before inventory time. If properly 
arranged, an inventory in a store can be 
taken in a single evening, and this year it 
can be done on the evening of January 3rd 
as well as at any other time. It is a lot 
better to get business in trying times like 
these than to get an inventory done on any 
certain date. 

By all means have some specials for this 
sale, and they should be bought now if they 
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are not already on the way. These 
specials should be preferably inexpensive 
items that are real bargains. ‘This will at- 
tract customers who will also buy the items 
taken from stock. It may seem foolhardy 
to add inventory to a store that may have 
already too much, but a couple of hundred 
dollars worth of extra stock may make the 
difference between a successful sale and one 
that will flop. 

How drastic a clean-up is advisable? | 
have seen the confidential figures of a large 
number of the most competent book buyers 
of the country, and their experience as 
well as logical expectancy shows that the 
buyers who have the least merchandise over 
a year old have in the long run the lowest 
mark-downs and do the best job. Three 
years of bad business have shown that 
books won’t sell any better with age. The 
titles desirable for general sale come out in 
reprint editions, and less desirable titles are 
all too frequently remaindered by the pub- 
lishers after a year or two. 

Except with rare book dealers, there is 
no reason to keep in stock any book that 
will not surely sell in six months. If there 
are three of a title on hand with a likeli- 
hood of selling only one, cut the price on 
two copies and leave one,—but cut the 
two. 

In other words, purge stocks right after 
Christmas and get a chance at the public’s 
spending money ahead, before other lines 
of merchandise have absorbed it all. 

Start Christmas sales on December 27th 
and have five good selling days before 
January.

Jacket Appeal 


IF YOUR WINDOW is the face of your book- 
shop—as I remarked in some previous 
article—so is the jacket, even to a much 
greater degree, the face of the book. 

There is no need for me to go into the 
history of the development of the book 
jacket from a plain unadorned dust-cover to 
the present products which have been de- 
signed sometimes by the most outstanding 
artists of our day. The jacket in many in- 
stances has become the moot point of the 
book publishing industry, and books are sold 
to bookstores from the jacket alone. The 
most conservative of publishers have taken 
ip the idea of colored jackets, and it is no 
longer a question of appealing to them to 
realize the advertising value of an attractive 
wrapper. Not only do they furnish jackets, 
but in many instances they add bands and 
slip cases for holiday consumption. In all 
branches of merchandise the “wrapper” idea 
has become of paramount importance. Orig- 
inally a dust wrapper was furnished

actually for the purpose of keeping the bind- 
ing from becoming soiled; now in many in- 
stances we put an extra cellophane or glazed 
paper wrapper around the picture jacket to 
protect this as well. Customers of a book- 
store used to observe whether a book was 
warped or its corners broken, they now look 
for the slightest tear or smudge on the book 
jacket and find that a sufficient excuse to 
refuse a book. 

Naturally a window is a window of 
jackets primarily, and instead of the present 
idea of getting books on consignment for 
window display, we might well contemplate 
some future time when upon opening a 
bookstore we will first think of providing an 
adequate amount of various sized book dum- 
mies for which we then would only need 
jackets to make our window displays. It 
seems strange to me that some manufacturer 
has not yet hit upon that idea to make some 
extra cash. I have often been told that it 
is the paper which makes book dummies so 
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T. M. Cleland designed book and jacket 


expensive. Well, why not make the paper 
part of wood or perhaps some even less ex- 
pensive material, and the front and back 
cover of card board? Many are the book 
windows under which radiators are in- 
stalled; the heat causes the books to warp, 
and in many instances splendid windows are 
made at the cost of half a dozen books, 
which have to be relegated to our bargain 
shelves as soon as they are taken out of the 
window. 

Naturally if we want to open up the 
books to show illustrations or type or the 
end-papers we have to use the books them- 
selves. But when we build stacks of books 
to give height to our displays and in order 
to show the maximum amount of books, 
we might as well use dummies. 

I myself have often used books of which 
there were a big quantity or which were 
not moving very fast instead of dummies, 
and put the jacket of the book which | 
wished to display in the window around 
them, thus enabling us to keep a maximum 
amount inside the shop. But in a few in- 
stances, it gives cause for regrettable mis- 
takes. The word does not always get 


around that some book in the window with 
the right jacket around it is a “phoney.” | 
would just like to cite one instance. A 
gentleman, an important charge customer, 
came into a bookshop and asked for Lud- 
wig Lewisohn’s ‘Expression in America.” 
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Having not so many of this book and a 
great quantity of “Madame Bovary’”’ in the 
Famous Classics of Love series, I had put 
the jacket of the first around the latter, | 
duly informed the manager of the shop of 
this fact. Through some slip up—we are 
all human after all—the manager failed to 
inform one of the clerks, who happily sold 
the book out of the window, delighted to 
make the five dollar sale. The customer, 
on the train about five hundred miles out of 
New York, thought he would have a look 
at the Lewisohn book only to be confronted 
by the greatest book of fiction on adulterous 
love. He was not shocked, but naturally 
considerably annoyed. And didn’t he tell 
us! There is enough that is vexing in the 
bookselling business these days not to have 
to go out of our way to make more trouble 
for ourselves. 

But to come back to our jackets.

year along with the general improvement ot 
the format of books, jackets have also in- 
proved to a remarkable degree. ‘There are 
still some friendly wars going on between 
booksellers, publishers, editors, authors, ar- 
tists and advertising men as to what an 
effective jacket should be. The last person 
they have consulted, though they are gradu- 
ally coming around to the idea, is the one 
who is responsible for the making of book 
windows. Naturally I have my own ideas 
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about jackets, and | play around with them. 
What, from a window point of view, should 
a jacket be? Perhaps it is dangerous to sum 
it up in a few phrases, but | want to make 
a stab at it. 

A jacket should be striking. 

A picture jacket should be more or less 
symbolical of the contents of the book. 

A jacket must not be easily soiled. 

The idea developed on the jacket should 
not be involved. 

The lettering should stand out clearly. 

A poster jacket is preferable to a picture 
jacket on a book of a somewhat intellectual 
appeal. 

However, I am talking more to book- 
sellers than to book publishers. We are 
concerned about the matter at hand. And 
I should like to give the names of a few 
books of which the jackets, in my humble 
opinion, have been particularly outstanding. 
I should like to head the list with “Van 
Loon’s Geography.” ‘The picture which 
runs along front and back cover, and the 
inside of the jacket which unfolds itself 
into a map are nothing short of perfect in 
jacket idea from every point of view. | 
will take this opportunity of expressing my 
great predilection for jackets which run 
through from front to back. I do not know 
how much of a response publishers get from 
listing their books on the back of the jacket, 
but to me it seems the height of futility. I 
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This outstanding jacket is by Haberstrom

would prefer to have that list inside the 
jacket. The second one of the fall list 
which struck me as particularly effective is 
on a Macmillan book, Ditmars’ ‘Thrills 
ot a Naturalist’s Quest.” This jacket runs 
through from the front to the back. It also 
means economy of copies of the books in the 
window, as the book can be opened up in 
the middle and secured by rubber bands and 
another book may be put on top. A book 
just out with a particularly outstanding 
jacket is Lloyd Lewis’s “Sherman’’ pub- 
lished by Harcourt, Brace. Also from that 
same firm “God’s Gold,” the story of John 
D. Rockefeller and his times. “Fun in Bed”’ 
has an excellent jacket. The good sale of 
“The Fifth New Yorker Album’—in spite 
of everybody’s assertion that albums were 
done for—lI think is partially due to its ex- 
cellent jacket. Because, who does not love 
a hansom cab? ‘The Odyssey of Homer” 
(Oxford), translated by Lawrence of 
Arabia, has a dignified appeal and at the 
same time attracts through its vivid color. 
“Diaz” by Carleton Beals has a swell jacket 
as has “Napoleon” by Hilaire Belloc, both 
books published by Lippincott. ‘“Tiger- 
Man” by Julian Duguid (Century), 
“Death in the Afternoon” by Hemingway 
(Scribner), “The Scottish Queen” (Far- 
rar and Rinehart), “Flight of the Swan” 
(Dutton), “The Flying Carpet” and 
‘“Lances Down” (Bobbs Merrill), “Let 





There be Beer’ (Haas and Smith), 
“Lonely America’ and “The Nation at 
War” (Doubleday), ““The Roman Way” 
(Norton) and “Horizons” (Little Brown) 
are a few others with especially apt 
jackets. 

Effectively lettered jackets include: 
“Titans of Literature” (Putnam), “More 
Merry-Go-Round” (Horace Liveright), 
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A rich looking jacket by A. T. Tedesco

Great Victorians” (Doubleday). And in 
spite of what everybody says to the con- 
trary, in fiction “God’s Angry Man” 
(Simon and Schuster). Other good fic- 
tion jackets include: ‘““The Bishop’s Jae- 
gers’ (Doubleday) as well as “Wanton 
Malley” and “Family History” put out by 
the same firm. “The Cautious Amorist” 
and “Peter Ashley” (Farrar and Rine- 
hart), “Beyond the Blue Sierra” (Mor- 
row), “Invitation to the Waltz” (Holt), 
“Josephus” (Viking Press) and last but 
not least that magnificent jacket of “The 
Fountain” (Knopf). 

These are just samples of what I con- 
sider good jackets and jackets which make 
for striking window displays. It is con- 
tended that when the author is well 
known then the jacket does not matter 
much pictorially so long as the title of the 
book and the name of the author are plain. 
Two recent examples are “Sons” by Pearl 
Buck and Galsworthy’s “Flowering Wil- 
derness.” I wonder? 

There is a decided difference in English 
and American jackets of the same book. 
To me it seems that almost invariably the 
English jacket has more character, al- 
though it is more subdued than the Ameri 
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can jacket which has more color but is 
sometimes absurdly ineffective in symboliz- 
ing the idea of the book. I recall the 
jacket of a recent and very popular book 
for which the English jacket conveyed the 
idea perfectly and the American jacket 
though very gorgeous, fell far short of its 
purpose. 

As to this business of “face lifting” in 
iackets—bands I mean—they rarely add 
to the jacket and usually effectively cover 
up some essential part of the jacket. This 
however does not hold true of such books 
as “War Debts, and World Prosperity” 
now published by Century with a jacket 
but in the Brookings Institution in Wash- 
ington edition it had none and therefore 
needed the band. Bands can be used ef- 
fectively on jackets when they expres 
the seasonal feeling, such as Christmas and 
Valentine Day bands. The better the 
jacket the less need for elaborate posters. 

Jackets are important in windows in in- 
verse proportion to the number of books 
of one title which are needed to produce 
a good effect. 

| have not mentioned the jackets of 
juveniles and mystery stories, as these are 
almost uniformly good. I must say, though, 
that in mystery stories the gruesome ele- 
ment is becoming a little bit overdone, and

I have seen many “window _lookers”’ 
frankly yawn at this surfeit of murder- 
ous jackets.

Meeting the Library Crisis 


1n Emergency Council Has Been Organized to Conserve the 
Interests of Our Libraries 


A NATIONAL EMERGENCY LrBrary CouN- 


CIL, composed of prominent citizens, has 
leon organized under the auspices of the 
ciation for Progress Through Libra- 
at 500 Fifth Avenue, in an effort to 
‘rve the interests of libraries, which 

‘ today facing a serious crisis. 

ihe libraries are in an anomalous situa- 
tin. The increase of leisure tremendously 
ad's to the demands at the libraries, while 
Luying power is curtailed. Economic 
| calls for new skills to be studied 
in books and creates a demand for new 
and inexpensive forms of recreation. Un- 
fortunately, the demand for increased li- 
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unorganized a portion of the population 
and is powerless to protect the interests of 
the libraries from the effects of unwise re- 
trenchments. 

In consequence, at the time that 
the library is performing a greater and 
more needed service than ever before, the 
resources of the library are reduced to such 
an extent as to render their efficient func- 
tioning difficult, if not impossible. ‘To 
readers of the Publishers’ Weekly this situ 
ation is too well known to require detailed 
comment. Book budgets have been cut 
down and in some cases discontinued. In 
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some cities branch libraries have been 
closed; in others, open for only a limited 
period each day. Any expansion of library 
service is at a standstill. 

This situation, sufficiently critical in 
itself, carries with it future implications ot 
even greater seriousness. We are facing a 
period during which governmental economy) 
will have a tendency to express itself by 
crippling social institutions of great value, 
and the public library, because its function 
in part is to provide free service, offers an 
easy mark for the thoughtless advocate of 
public economy. No person. concerned 
with the welfare of books can afford to 
overlook the dangers of this situation. The 
libraries reaching a far scattered group of 
readers, form the nucleus around which 
the general popular success of a large num- 
ber of books develops. If the libraries con- 
tinue to be unable to buy new books, not 
only will the market for all classes of books 
suffer severely, but certain types of books, 
primarily of reference value or of a purel, 
scholarly character will be found to be un- 
publishable because of the narrowed limits 
of the market. 

The publishers and_ booksellers, there 
fore, have a selfish interest in the welfare 
of libraries. So, too, have writers of books, 
and especially of those of a scholarly char- 
acter. In a similar case are the manufac- 
turers of all kinds of library supplies, com- 
panies engaged in any of the processes of 
book manufacture, binders, printers, and 
the like, and even the manufacturers of 
raw materials of which books are made, 
such as paper mills, ink manutacturers 
cloth mills, etc. 

But apart from the selfish 
which so many must have in this problem, 
there is a larger question which concerns 
every intelligent member of the community 
at large. It would be difficult to over- 
estimate the social importance of the library. 
As an educational institution, it is second 
in value only to the public school system. 
It is a major and often an exclusive course 
of information for a large portion of the 
business and professional people of any 
community; it is undoubtedly the most 
efficient single agency for the promotion of 
adult education. Any lessening of the 
efficiency of the public library system will 
in time have a detrimental effect upon the 
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well-being of the country as a_ whole. 

What can be done to protect libraries 
and to conserve their efficiency during this 
crisis? Obviously only an awakened pub- 
lic opinion can defend the libraries against 
further encroachments. 

There has been no existing agency which 
could undertake just this task. The Amer- 
ican Library Association and allied state 
associations, the National Association of 
Book Publishers, the Authors’ League, and 
the American Booksellers’ Association, 
keenly aware of the issues involved, might 
seem by the public to have a selfish stake 
in the welfare of libraries, and probably 
could not make a concerted attack on pub- 
lic opinion. For this reason the Associa- 
tion for Progress Through Libraries has 
organized an Emergency Library Council, 
whose membership is composed of disin- 
terested citizens. 

Acting in collaboration with the Amer- 
ican Library Association, the National 
Association of Book Publishers, the Asso- 
ciation of American Colleges, the American 
Association for Adult Education, and the 
other professional and cultural groups, the 
emergency Council is engaged in a cam- 
paign to focus the public attention on the 
situation. To this end a group of pub- 
lishers is enlisting the aid of writers in 
all parts of the country in presenting the 
case for the library in newspapers, maga- 
zines and all other channels of publicity. 
Civic groups, clergymen, educators and 
publicists generally are simultaneously being 
called upon to assist in this awakening ot 
popular interest and support of public li- 
braries. 

In communities where libraries are al- 
ready in difficulties or are threatened by 
excessive retrenchments the [Emergency 
Library Council is prepared to act as a 
source ot information and material for local 
use. The Emergency Library Council will 
aid librarians and trustees to form local 
emergency library councils, composed of 
influential members of the communities and 
it offers them a practical plan under which 
such councils can operate. Details of this 
program may be obtained from Curtis L.

Brentano’s Makes Headway 
As THE YEAR 1932 draws to a close 
Publishers’ Weekly receives word, in reply 
to an inquiry, from the trustees of Bren- 
tano’s that the budget and selling program 
of that organization are now on a basis 
on which this great business can carry 
through the depression. The Brentano busi- 
ness, as all the trade knows, expanded 
rapidly into new quarters and to new 
branches just before the general trade de- 
pression of 1929, and has therefore faced 
perhaps the most difficult situation of any 
bookstore in the country. The publisher 
creditors, organized with three trustees, in- 
cluding one banker and manager represent- 
ing their interests, have been in charge tor 
two years. Their report as of December 
Ist, in reply to an inquiry from the Pué- 
lishers’ Weekly, is as follows: 

“Replying to your inquiry, Brentano’s 
experience in the last eleven months is not 
different from that of other retailers, and 
especially not different from that of other 
bookstores. Brentano’s, Inc., have, how- 
ever, succeeded in carrying on through this 
trying period without having had to bor- 
row the new money arranged for with the 
banks late last summer. Furthermore, most 
satisfactory results have been obtained in 
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reducing certain operating expenses and 
although the period under consideration 
shows no profit, nevertheless it shows less 
of a loss than in the preceding comparable 
period with a resulting improvement in the 
quick assets of the corporation. 

“The management of the company has 
not confined its efforts solely to the reduc- 
tion of expenses. ‘Through the employ- 
ment of new merchandise methods, through 
the obtaining of the hearty cooperation “ 
all concerned, they have effected an esprit 
de corps, a will to succeed in the organiza- 
tion which is showing most promising re- 
sults. The management is now busily en- 
gaged in preparing a workable budget and 
plan which it is felt will safely carry the 
business through this present depression. 
This budget and plan will shortly be pre- 
sented by the trustees, who feel that jts 
adoption will insure ample stability for the 
future.” 


See Ourselves As Morley Sees Us 


‘TTHE BOOKTRADE always expects from 
Christopher Morley very keen observations 
on its affairs and has had many occasions 
as in the case of “Parnassus on Wheels,” 
‘The Haunted Bookshop,” “Ex Libris 
Carissimis,”’ to be aware of how much in- 
fluence he can have on bookselling. In his 
new volume, “Human Being,” the book- 
trade will find itself on the “inside” of 
New York publishing, and many will find 
in this story of Richard Roe experiences 
out of Mr. Morley’s very intimate knowl- 
edge of authorship, publishing and _book- 
selling. 

The publishing house with which Rich- 
ard Roe was connected was that of the 
Erskine Brothers, and Sam Erskine, one of 
the four brothers who had “a mysterious 
sixth sense so valuable in the publishing 
business,” is vividly described. A chapter 
that will strike booksellers as a slice out ot 
their own lives is the story about the book- 
sellers’ convention held in New York. “It 
was what the trade remembers as the De- 
pression Convention; instead of the tradi- 
tional four days of sightseeing, hullabaloo, 
and exhaustion, the program had been cut 
down to two days of serious argument and 
only one social event, the Banquet. . . . The 
overcrowded book business—though far less 
badly hurt than many others—was having

We Buy “Moon-Calt” 
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Our Roving Reporter Finds No Occasion in Chicago For Using 
His Sales Resistance 


IF BOOKMEN WERE but half as energetic 
and as enterprising as haberdashers, one 
investigator who has a negligible quantity 
of sales resistance would have toted an 
entire library of books he didn’t want after 
visiting six Chicago bookstores. 

Instead, he completed his tour without 
making a purchase. He had started out to 
purchase a copy of Floyd Dell’s ‘Moon- 
Calf.” Failing to obtain it, he had been 
in a mood to listen to urgings that he ac- 
cept a reprint of the trade edition, another 
book by Mr. Dell, or a title written by 
someone who might interest Dell-enthu- 
siasts. 

The survey was made at the request of 
the Publishers’ Weekly. It followed a 
similar one in New York, where an investi- 
gator tested the resourcefulness of book 
clerks in a search for T. S. Eliot’s ‘The 
Wasteland.” 

Like “The Wasteland,” ‘“Moon-Calf” 
is out of print. _It has been for some time. 
But a popular reprint at 75 cents has been 
issued by the Macaulay Company. And 
Mr. Dell has published many other books. 

A critical summary of the results of inter- 
views with half a dozen Chicago book 
clerks is disappointing. | Apparently, they 
are not as energetic or as resourceful as 
those in New York. 

Few knew that the book was out of 
print. Few knew that it had appeared in 
a popular copyright. None made a check 
to ascertain whether it was in print. None 
even tried to interest the prospective cus- 
tomer in any other book in stock. 

The investigator visited the leading shops 
and the book sections of the city’s most 
important department stores. His approach 
in all cases was casual. He was not, to 


appearances, a person who demanded the 
Dell work: he was a prospective customer 
for “Moon-Calf,” or 
book. 
Here are the results of his survey: 
Store No. 1—A courteous clerk, who 
said: ““‘Why that book has been out of stock 


almost any other 





for years. If you want to wait a week 
we can get it for you.” No suggestions 
as to other titles were made. 

Story No. 2—A preoccupied salesman, 
who checked the stock and reported: “We 
haven’t it but can get it for you.” 

Store No. 3—An efficient young woman 
who knew the title was out of print. She 
had heard somewhere that it was in popular 
copyrights. She checked Grosset & Dun- 
lap and Modern Library lists, and then 
looked through the shelves. Although ob- 
viously acquainted with Dell’s works, she 
did not attempt to interest the investigator 
in another title. She offered to write the 
publishers if the customer <ared to wait a 
week. 

The investigator next visited the book 
sections of leading department stores with 
the following results: 

Store No. 4—While two clerks chatted 
with friends, the investigator wandered 
aimlessly about the section. Finally, he ap- 
proached a young man with a request for 
the book wanted. 

“ “Moon-Calf’?” he echoed, 
don’t believe it’s out yet.” 

On being assured that it had been “out 
for many years, the clerk conferred with 
the department head, and announced the 
store did not have a copy in stock. He 
was told then that the book was out of 
print. He offered to advertise, but warned 
the prospect that delivery of the book would 
he delayed several weeks. 

Store No. 5—A clerk, evidently newly 
employed, had never heard of the book. 
After talking with a more seasoned book- 
man, she quickly scanned the reprint section 
and announced that the book wasn't 1” 
stock. She offered no suggestions. 

Store No. 6—The investigator found 
clerks engaged in moving stock for new dis 
plays. He waited for some time without 
attention. Finally approaching the counter! 
featuring mew fiction he asked 10 
“Moon-Calf.” A well-informed clerk 1- 
formed him that a copy of the original 
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edition “can’t be found in Chicago.” An- 
other saleswoman volunteered the infor- 
mation that it had appeared in reprint, but 
was out of stock. 

Such was the search for “Moon- 
Calf.” Evidently a copy of the novel can- 
not be purchased at any of the city’s six 
most important book centers. And, evi- 
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denly, Chicago bookbuyers usually know 
what they want and will accept no sub- 
stitutes, for not one of the six clerks 
offered any other title. The investigator 
left empty-handed and disappointed. He 
had been willing to accept anything offered 
him, for, after all, the Publishers’ Weekly 
had promised to foot the bill. 


Customers’ Choice 


WE THOUGHT THE FORTNIGHT following 
Thanksgiving might give us a line on how 
profitable the Christmas season was going 
to be for the bookseller, but our constant 
query “How’s business?” has brought so 
many varieties of answers that we have 
given up trying to be a prophet. Every 
shop seems to have had a few (or more) ex- 
ceptionally good days, and every shop also 
mentions a few (or more) bad days. The 
responses ranged all the way from “ter- 
rible, simply terrible!’ to “swell, perfectly 
swell!” They all agreed, though, that 
there is no accounting for the unusually 
wide fluctuation from day to day. 
ae 
The thing that impressed us the most, 
perhaps, this season, has been the promo- 
tional efforts that have been made by both 
publishers and booksellers in the face of a 
discouraging season. We are thinking of 
the remarkable response to Book Week 
this year, of such displays as Modern Li- 
brary’s “Aged in the Wood” and Bobds-

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The House of Wiley Observes 
Its 125th Anniversary 


THE HOUSE OF JOHN WILEY & Sons is 
observing the hundred and twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of its founding, a period through 
which there has been an unbroken succes- 
sion in the Wiley leadership of the house. 
The occasion was doubly celebrated: by 
a dinner on Friday evening at which Wil- 
liam Ogden Wiley, was host to many 
friends of the firm, and by the publication 
of a volume called “Annals of American 
Bookselling’ from 1638-1850, written for 
this occasion by Henry Walcott Boynton. 
This book is not merely a house history 
but a scholarly and delightful survey of 
the background of American publishing 
from widow Glover down through the 
founding of the first great publishing 
houses. This covers the evolution of 
book publishing out of the hands of the 
printers, through the period when _ book- 
sellers were publishers until real modern 
publishing was established. 

The house of Wiley was founded as a 
bookstore on Reade Street in 1807 by 
Charles Wiley. The father of the founder, 
John Wiley, was a distinguished New 
York merchant. Charles was twenty-five 
when he entered the book business, and 
his bookstore became famous in the city, a 
gathering place for the men who were mak- 
ing New York the center for authorship, 
like the Old Corner Bookstore of Bos- 
ton a generation later. It was while Mr. 
Wiley was traveling in Western New 
York in 1820 that he made the acquaint- 
ance of James Fenimore Cooper, who had 
already published ‘Precaution’ anonymous- 
ly. Mr. Cooper took an interest in Mr. 
Wiley and brought to him the manuscript 
of “The Spy.” This Mr. Wiley pub- 
lished with great success in 1820 with the 
imprint of Wiley & Halsted, 3 Wall 
Street. Cooper’s “Pioneers,” “Pilot,” and 
“Lionel Lincoln” subsequently bore the 
name of Charles Wiley alone. ‘“The Spy” 
was sold out in three months in the small 
edition that was then possible, and within 
four months editions of 3,000 and 5,000 
copies were needed, This established the

bookstore as the center for literary New 
York, and a room in the back called “The 
Literary Den” was the gathering place for 
Cooper, William Cullen Bryant, Fitz- 
Greene Halleck, J. K. Paulding Verplanck 
and others. ; 

Working as an apprentice in the store 
at that time was the founder’s son John 
Wiley, who had been born in 1808, and, 
when his father died in 1828, he was ready 
to carry on the business. ‘The son made 
important connections with the great Phil- 
adelphia publishers of Carey & Lea and 
also with Thomas Wardle of Philadelphia, 
the leading importer of English and for- 
eign books for the American market. Four 
years later George Long, another book- 
seller’s son, was taken into the business, 
but this partnership was soon dissolved, 
and when Cooper’s famous “Letter to His 
Countrymen” was issued in 1834 it wa 
with the imprint of Wiley alone. 

In 1838 a new partnership was formed 
with George Palmer Putnam, a Maine 
boy, born in 1814, who had learned book- 
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selling under the well-known Jonathan 
Leavitt. The new partner had plenty of 
energy and was chosen secretary of an or- 
ganization which was endeavoring to 
establish an international copyright law, a 
subject which interested both Mr. Wiley 
and Mr. Putnam throughout their lives. 
The firm established a London offce, and 
Mr. Putnam was sent to London as rep- 
resentative. It was while there that he 
made his contact with Irving, whom he 
endeavored to put on the Wiley & Putnam 
list, although the transaction was not com- 
pleted until the partners had separated in 
1848. The firm also in 1840 undertook 
the widely popular “Library of American 
Books,” which included Hawthorne’s 
“Mosses from an Old Manse” and a col- 
lection of Poe’s Tales. 

In 1865 Charles Wiley, son of John 
Wiley, was admitted to the firm and in 


1875 his brother, William H. Wiley. The

name of the firm became John Wiley & 
Sons as it remains today. 

One of the most important events of 
that period was the publishing of the books 
of John Ruskin, who despised all connec- 
tions with America but who obtained a 
large audience here under the Wiley im- 
print. 

The firm became more and more close- 
ly connected with the field of science and 
engineering, and during the decades after 
the Civil War reached the present high 
place in international publishing as _pro- 
ducers of important books in every field 
of scientific research, business, and applied 
science with over twelve titles on the pres- 
ent catalog of books in print. 

William Ogden Wiley, present head of 
the firm, is the son of Charles Wiley and 
great grandson of the first Charles Wiley 
who founded the business a century and a 
quarter ago.

English Book Tokens 


Tue AssociATED BOOKSELLERS of Great 
Britain and Ireland have developed a 
scheme of book tokens which is being tried 
for the first time this year to the accom- 
paniment of a great deal of spirited discus- 
sion concerning the merits of the idea. 

Briefly, ail members of the association 
are supplied with stamps of five values, 
covering the most generally accepted prices 
for books, which are to be sold to the pub- 
lic. ‘These stamps are pasted in an attrac- 
tive little bocklet, the cover of which is 
shown above, containing a gift card and a 
book plate, and are to be used as gifts. 
The recipient may redeem them in books 
at their face value in any bookstore which 
is a member of the Association. 

The Publisher & Bookseller, which is 
the official journal of the Associated Book- 
sellers, as well as the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, is heartily in favor of the token idea 
as a means towards selling more _ books, 
while the Publishers’ Circular and Book- 
sellers’ Record, another trade journal 
which calls itself the “impartial and inde- 
pendent organ of the British Book Trade”’ 
is inclined to condemn the tokens on the 
basis that they will be redeemable only in 
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member bookstores and will therefore 
cause a great deal of confusion when the 
attempt is made to redeem them in a non- 
member store. It is inclined also to view 
the idea as a “grand scheme to try and 
‘persuade’ all booksellers into joining the 
Association.” 

Book tokens have been used in this coun- 
try to a certain degree, mainly in the form 
of certificates which are redeemable only 
at the store where they are issued, or, in 
the case of a chain of stores, at any shop 
of the chain. 


Affecting Printing Wages 


THE WAGE SITUATION in New York 
printing shops which has so much import- 
ance to book production is still waiting for 
arbitration, the local union Number 6 and 
the International Union with headquarters 
in Indianapolis differing on the program. 
Affecting the situation is the decision, 
through arbitration, on the wages of news- 
paper printers which were cut by 10% on 
December ist, with no action on the 
union’s demand for a six-hour day. The 
newspaper scale was $65 a week for the 
day shift, and this will now be $58.50, 
with $3 more for the night shift and $6 
more for the lobster shift. The proposed 
reduction in the book and job field is 
8%3%, and the unions object strongly.

A. J. Hoppe discusses in the Publisher 
and Bookseller the subject of book wrap- 
pers from every angle so far as it concerns 
the collector. The American Book Collec- 
tor reviews this article and says: “One 
question that Mr. Hoppe does not settle is 
the terminology. “Three words are used, 
‘wrapper, ‘jacket,’ and ‘cover.’ These 
words are sometimes qualified by ‘book,’ 
sometimes by ‘dust.’ Analyzing these three 
terms probably ‘cover’ seems wrong as the 
binding is often called ‘cover.’ The word 
‘dust’ because of the wrapper’s protective 
qualities also seems to be an anomaly for 
after all the wrapper does not protect the 
book from dust, for those parts of the book 
which most need protection from dust are 
the edges. The word ‘wrapper’ has been 
applied by long use to the covering of paper 
bound books so that it seems as if the word 
‘jacket’ is the most apt expression, which 
should be encouraged, because it clashes 
with no other term.” 


A COLLECTION OF 600 different editions 
of the “Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam” was 
recently purchased by the Argosy Book- 
stores, Inc., 45 Fourth Avenue.
